United States Delegates,To Re-Establish A'nd 


Strengthen Government Policy. Far East 


Probleinspust Be Settled At The 


Coming Armament Conference 


WOULD SCRAP ANGLO-JAP ALLIANCE 


NATION WILL 


Washington, D. C., JMovember 7.—The "open door" doc- 


trine is regarded by the American government as the chief 
bulwark of Far Eastern peace. 


For this reason the American government is considering 


the re-establishment and strengthening of its policy, which 
declares that every nation shall have equal opportunities in 
the Far East as one of the paramount objects -of the Arms 
Limitation Conference. This announcement was made today. 


Limitation Might be Dangerous. 
Limitation of Arms would be dan- 


gerous and might breed, rather thani 
prevent war .unless proceeded by a 
definite understanding that all of Asia 
is to be open to all alike for com- 
mercial purposes, and, in addition, 
be free from political domination that 
might threaten to bring about trade 
monopolies, it was stated. 


Would Scrap Agreement. 


Special agreements, like -the Anglo- 


Japanese alliance, are therefore re- 
garded unfavorably by this govern- 
ment and the American delegation 
will frankly urge scrapping of j the 
Alliance.
